The  Township  Committee presents  /he  following  Report 
for  the  )  ear  Ending  April  /,  /Spj. 


FINANCES. 

The  expenses  of  the  township  for  the  year  have 
been  kept  well  within  the  amount  appropriated  by  the 
people.  The  money  derived  from  excise  licenses  lias  been 
devoted,  as  heretofore,  primarily  to  the  care  of  the  poor  of 
the  township,  but  there  remains  over  $2,000  of  such 
money  with  which  to  defray  unexpected  and  extraordi¬ 
nary  expenses. .  This  money  has  been  applied  to  different 
accounts,  one  thousand  dollars  of  it  to  the  street  lighting 
account,  because  of  the  fact  that  at  the  beginning  of  the 
fiscal  year  a  bill  for  three  months’  supply  of  gas  was  due 
and  unpaid. 

At  the  end  of  this  fiscal  year  all  bills  for  current  ex¬ 
penses  are  paid,  and  our  indebtedness  upon  Township  notes 


issued  for  general  township  purposes  and  held  by  the 
Bloomfield  National  Bank,  amounts  to  but  $13,000,  while 
our  assets  for  unpaid  taxes  of  1894  alone  are  over  $20,000, 
and  we  may  expect  in  the  coming  year  to  collect  about 
$18,000  for  taxes  of  preceding  years. 

The  financial  standing  of  the  township  is  excellent, 
It  has  been  able  to  borrow  upon  township  notes,  without 
difficulty,  and  upon  favorable  terms,  the  large  amounts  of 
money  required  for  construction  of  sewers. 

The  recommendations  of  this  Committee  for  appro¬ 
priations  for  the  coming  year  will  be  found  on  the  last 
part  of  this  report, 


HEALTH, 

Owing  to  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  at  the  begin- 
nin°-  of  the  year,  the  attention  of  the  Committee  has  been 
especially  turned  to  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  township 
and  the  inspection  made  by  our  Health  Officer,  Mr.  Wil¬ 
liam  B.  Corby,  has  been  especially  strict. 

Legal  proceedings  against  the  Township  of  East  Or¬ 
ange  to  abate  tlie  nuisance  caused  by  the  discharge  from  its 
sewerage  disposal  works  into  the  Second  River,  have  been 
pressed,  and  it  is  believed  that  the  conditions  in  the  com¬ 
ing  summer  will  be  materially  improved. 

The  construction  of  lateral  sewers  in  our  Township 
has  been  vigorously  pushed,  and  a  great  gain  to  the  health 
of  the  community  from  that  cause  may  confidently  be  ex¬ 
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pected.  Drains  have  been  planned  for  a  number  of  the 
low  places  in  the  Township,  but  not  yet  constructed. 

The  Committee  has  been  fully  mindful  of  the  impor¬ 
tance  of  .supplementing  the  sewerage  of  the  township  by 
an  efficient  system  for  the  collection  of  garbage;  but  the 
means  at  its  disposal  this  year  would  not  permit  such  a 
.system  to  be  inaugurated. 

The  report  of  the  health  physician  is  presented  here¬ 
with; 

Bloom fi ki.i>,  N.  J.,  March  iS,  1895. 

To  the  Board  of  Health  of  Bloomfield: 

The  beginning  of  the  year,  embraced  in  this  report  (May,  1894), 
marked  the  decline  of  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  the  Glen  Ridge 
district.  As  usually  happens  a  few  scattering  cases  occurred  later  in  the 
early  summer.  The  mortality  was  unusually  low,  only  one  death  being 
reported  during  the  whole  epidemic.  During  this  fever  outbreak  the 
Health  Board  was  put  to  great  trouble  by  the  action  of  the  scavengers. 
The  health  authorities  in  Montclair  forbade  the  dumping  of  cesspool  mat¬ 
ter  in  that  township,  and  as  the  upper  portion  of  ours  lay  conveniently 
adjacent,  certain  unprincipled  persons  did  not  hesitate  to  cart  cesspool 
matter  contaminated  with  typhoid  excretia  across  the  line  and  dump  on 
fields  in  this  township  without  permission.  Furthermore,  some  of  our 
own  citizens  did  the  same  thing,  and  gave  the  health  officers  more  trou¬ 
ble  than  the  outsiders.  After  much  seeking  a  dumping  ground  was 
secured,  and  the  matter  received  under  proper  restrictions.  All  persons 
dumping  in  this  township  were  notified  of  the  location  of  this  ground, 
and  informed  that  a  trivial  fee  of  25  cents  per  load  must  be  charged  for 
dumping.  This  fee  was  for  the  purpose  of  securing  proper  disposal  of 
the  refuse  by  men  hired  for  the  purpose.  All  of  the  out-of-town  scaven¬ 
gers  gladly  assented  to  this  arrangement,,  hut  some  of  our  own  willfully 
persisted  in  disregarding  the  order  of  the  Board,  and  were  only  made  to 
obey  after  much  trouble,  and  in  one  case  after  the  payment  of  a  heavy 
fine.  From  our  experience  in  this  epidemic  the  health  officers  would 
suggest  that  all  local  scavengers  be  compelled  to  take  out  a  license,  and 
in  case  of  willful  disregard  of  the  orders  of  the  Board  that  such  license  be 
revoked. 

As  to  the  number  of  eases  of  special  diseases  that  have  been  red 


(luring  the  past  year  the  health  officers  have  no  data  at  hand  to  make  a 
report.  The  system  under  which  we  have  worked  since  llie  establish¬ 
ment  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  will  do  in  an  agricultural  region  but 
should  not  apply  to  a.  populous  township  like  Bloomfield.  Instead  of 
sending  the  reports  of  marriages,  births,  and  deaths,  to  one  of  the  asses¬ 
sors  as  is  now  done,  they  should  be  sent  to  the  clerk  of  the  Board,  and  be 
properly  tabulated  by  him. 

In  October  printed  pads  were  sent  to  all  the  practicing  physicians 
in  the  township,  requiring  a  report  of  each  case  of  contagious  disease. 
Several  reports  have  been  received  and  proper  precautions  taken  that 
children  from  these  families  should  be  kept  from  day  and  Sunday-schools 
until  they  could  attend  without  danger  to  others.  Of  late  the  health 
officers  have  reason  to  think  the  physicians  are  careless  in  reporting,  as 
three  cases  at  least  of  contagious  disease  are  known  to  have  occurred 
without  a  report  being  sent  by  the  physicians  in  charge.  It  is  the  inten¬ 
tion  of  the  Health  Physician  to  have  a  monthly  report  of  vital  statistics 
made  by  the  clerk  of  the  Board  and  published  by  the  village  paper.  fo 
be  able  to  make  such  a  report,  all  the  reports  above  mentioned  should  be 
sent  to  the  clerk  of  the  Board 

In  September  the  Health  Physician  and  Inspector  were  directed 
by  the  Board  to  inspect  the  school-houses  in  the  village.  This  inspec¬ 
tion  was  made  with  great  care,  and  a  report  in  writing  made  to  the  Board. 
It  is  only  necessary  to  say  here  that  we  found  Berkeley  School  in  the 
best  condition  and  the  High  School  building  in  the  worst. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  this  school-house  is  lamentably  poor,  and 
can  only  be  remedied  by  good  plumbing,  which  should  he  put  in  as  soon 
as  the  sewers  pass  the  building.  In  its  present  condition  it  is  a  constant 
menace  to  the  health  of  all  who  occupy  it.  Some  children  have  been 
removed  from  the  school  on  this  account.  The  over-crowding  of  the 
school  rooms,  and  the  utter  want  of  any  system  of  ventilation,  save  the 
opening  of  windows  on  the  children,  is  a  matter  that  should  be  remedied 
during  the  coming  summer. 

As  a  whole  the  year  just  passed  has  been  one  of  usual  good  health 
in  the  township.  The  demands  on  the  health  officers  in  abating  nuisances 
has  been  largely  in  excess  of  other  years,  and  in  several  instances  the 
cases  have  been  more  difficult  to  handle.

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WATER. 


At  the  last  meeting  of  the  previous  Township  Com¬ 
mittee  a  contract  was  entered  into  with  the  Orange  Water 
Company  to  continue  the  supply  of  water  at  a  charge  of 
S30  per  hydrant,  reduced  from  $60  per  hydrant,  and  ar¬ 
ranging  to  have  a  supply  of  Pequannoek  water  from  the 
Newark  main  line  delivered  to  Glen  Ridge  district  under 
appropriate  pressure  by  connection  at  Linden  Avenue  and 
1  fighland  Avenue.  I  he  wisdom  ol  this  action  was  confirmed, 
when  by  the  severe  drought  of  last  summer,  the  wells  at 
liast  Orange  were  taxed  to  their  utmost  111  supplying  East 
Orange  with  water  and  our  township  was  supplied  during 
tl’e  drought  wholly  with  Pequannoek  water,  in  the  absence 
ol  any  contract  (which  had  been  proposed)  our  people  would 
likely  have  been  put  to  great  inconvenience  and  perhaps 
suffeiing,  later.  During  the  drought,  it  was  arranged  that 
0111  supply  should  be  wholly  of  Pequannoek  water  and  the 
Water  Company  laid  a  12  inch  main  through  Broad  Street, 
connecting  at  Oak  Tree  Lane  [Brookdale]  for  the  low  ser¬ 
vice.  The  cost  to  the  Water  Company  of  the  whole  work 
this  year  is  about  $30,000.

No  change  lias  been  made  in  the  method  of  lighting* 
Fifteen  [15]  new  gas  lamps  have  been  added  in  the  course 
of  the  year  and  the  whole  number  in  the  township  is  now 
five  hundred  and  ninety-three  [593J.  There  is  urgent  need 
of  more,  but  the  cominitee  have  been  unable  to  add  them 
without  danger  of  exceeding  the  appropriation. 


POOR . 

The  new  system  of  taking  care  of  the  poor,  inaugura¬ 
ted  by  Committeeman  Fisher  and  the  Overseer  of  the 
Poor  has  proved  successful*  Its  essential  feature  is,  that 
provisions  are  supplied  directly  from  a  store  maintained  by 
the  Township,-  instead  of  indirectly  by  orders  upon  various 
dealers. 

By  the  new  plan  provisions  of  the  best  quality  are  ob¬ 
tained  at  wholesale  for  low  prices,  and  the  needs  of  the 
poor  are  more  fully  and  promptly  supplied,  while  waste 
and  extravagance  are  prevented.  The  saving  to  the  Town¬ 
ship  in  the  past  year  has  amounted  to  over  two  thousand 
dollars  [$2,000.] 
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KIRK  DEPARTMENT. 


The  Fire  Department  is  in  its  usual  excellent  condi¬ 
tion.  There  have  been  few  fires  during  the  year  and  the 
losses  have  been  small.

During  the  past  year  six  new  fire  alarm  boxes  have 
been  added  to  our  system,  and  placed  in  sections  of  our 
town  where  they  were  most  needed.  This  has  been  a  step  in 
the  right  direction  as  we  all  know  that  the  success  of  this 
or  any  other  department  depends  entirely  upon  the  de¬ 
spatch  with  which  alarms  are  turned  in.  If  boxes  are  con¬ 
veniently  located,  so  the  alarm  can  be  given  as  soon  as 
a  fire  is  discovered,  this  will  give  the  department  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  get  on  the  ground  before  the  fire  gains  much 
headway.  Our  fire  alarm  system  has  been  successfully 
operated  during  the  past  year  and  is  in  first-class  condi¬ 
tion.  Essex  truck  has  had  a  thorough  overhauling,  new 
wheels  and  axles,  brake,  side  steps,  gong,  repainted,  and 
lettered,  and  is  in  shape  to  last  for  years. 

Phoenix  hose  wagon  has  also  had  a  brake  and  gong 
put  on,  and  been  repainted. 

Active  and  Excelsior  hose  carriages  arc  in  fair  condi¬ 
tion,  but  after  every  fire  one  or  the  other  has  to  have  some 
repair.  They  should  be  replaced  within  a  year  or  two  by 
hose  wagons. 

During  the  year  the  janitors  of  the  several  fire  houses 
have  been  paid  by  the  town  which  has  been  an  excellent 
move,  as  by  so  doing  the  officers  are  able  to  hold  them  re- 
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sponsible  for  the  care  of  the  houses  and  apparatus. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 

Our  Water  supply  has  been  changed  during  the  year 
from  the  pumping  system  to  the  gravity  system  by  con-  I 
uecting  with  the  East  Jersey  Water  Company,  wheieby  we  1 
arc  able  to  obtain  a  better  fire  pressure  in  all  parts  of  the 
town,  especially  in  the  high  section  where  the  pressure  is 
all  that  can  be  desired,  at  a  recent  test  it  showed  75  to  100 
pounds  in  different  parts  of  the  town. 

We  have  nowin  use  189  fire  hydrants,  31  of  these 
have  been  added  during  the  year,  this  has  greatly  improved  I 
our  facilities  for  fire  purposes. 

DISCIPLINE. 

As  this  subject  is  the  foundation  on  which  our  depart¬ 
ments  rests,  I  cannot  allow  it  to  pass  without  comint  utjl 
rile  members  as  a  rule,  seem  to  realize  the  importance  of 
of  their  positions  and  the  necessity  of  obeying  the  rules 
governing  this  department.  This  I  assure  . you  is  very 
gratifying  to  me  and  will  be  appreciated  by  all  citizen  sj 
interested  in  the  welfare  of  our  department.  It  is  also  wits 
much  pride  that  I  refer  to  the  promptness  and  efficiency  olj 
this  department,  always  ready  and  willing  to  face  dangel 
and  endure  hardship  in  order  to  accomplish  good  results.  I 

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  again  recommend  to  your  honorable  body's  attention 
the  necessity  of  a  hose-drying  tower.  It  is  one  of  the  great¬ 
est  needs  of  this  department  as  we  have  110  place  to  di> 
our  hose  after  a  fire,  and  it  becomes  mildewed  and  rotten, : 
and  we  arc  forced  to  buy  hose  every  year,  the  town  shoitlj 


also  take  steps  to  own  its  own  fire  houses. 

I  would  recommend  the  placing  of  four  new  fire  alarm 
boxes  at  or  near  the  following  locations:  Washington 
Avenue  and  Thomas  Street,  Montgomery  Avenue  and  John 
Street,  Franklin  Avenue  and  P>ay  Avenue,  and  one  at  the 
Mountainside  Hospital  which  is  very  important. 

We  will  also  need  during  the  coining  year,  and  in  fact 
should  have  it  at  once,  1000  feet  of  new  hose.  I  would  rec¬ 
ommend  $3,500  for  general  fire  purposes  for  the  coming 
year. 


CONCLUSION. 

In  concluding  this,  my  second  annual  report  of  the 
Bloomfield  Fire  Department,  1  wish  to  extend  to  your 
honorable  body  my  sincere  thanks  for  the  many  cour¬ 
tesies  shown  me  while  in  the  discharge  of  my  duties,  your 
willingness  at  all  times  to  aid  us  has  been  very  gratifying 
to  me,  and  should  be  appreciated  by  all  citizens  interested 
in  the  welfare  of  our  department. 

I  also  wish  to  extend  my  thanks  to  my  assistants,  the 
superintendent  of  fire  alarm,  and  to  the  officers  and  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  several  companies  for  the  faithful  manner  in 
which  they  have  performed  their  duties  during  the  year.

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POLICE  DEPARTMENT. 


The  services  of  this  department  has  been  increased  and 
is  very  efficient.  There  have  been  on  duty  during  the 
year  six  regular  officers,  and  one  extra  officer  on  Saturdays 
and  Sundays.  180  arrests  have  been  made  ;  r.  17  of  these 
have  been  sentenced  to  small  terms  of  imprisonment  or 
fined  ;  60  have  been  discharged  ;  3  were  lined  for  violating 
township  ordinances.  Six  lost  children  have  been  restored 
to  their  parents.  Total  amount  of  fines  collected  have 
been  $156.00. 


SEWERS. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  was  prepared  under 
the  direction  of  the  committee,  by  Mr.  A.  H.  Olmsted,  our 
engineer,  with  Mr.  Clemens  Ilerscliel  as  consulting  engi¬ 
neer,  a  plan  of  sewerage  for  a  large  part  of  the  township, 
including  all  that  portion  which  has  a  water  supply. 

A  consent  to  the  construction  of  this  system  was 
obtained  from  the  owners  of  more  than  one-lialf  of  the 
assessed  valuation  of  real  estate  in  the  township.  There¬ 
upon  the  committee  made  contracts  for  the  construction  of 
seven  and  three-fourth  miles  of  the  sewers.  The  greater 
part  of  this  has  been  completed,  as  is  shown  by  the  follow¬ 
ing  table  :

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MONTGOMERY  STREET  BRIDGE. 


After  a  long  negotiation  with  the  Canal  Company  the 
Committee  has  at  last  been  able  to  secure  a  contract  for 
the  rebuilding  by  the.  Canal  Company  of  the  Montgomery 
Street  bridge  upon  the  plans  proposed  by  the  township, 
which  is  to  pay  the  sum  of  $2,150  towards  the  expense, 
besides  itself  constructing  and  guarding  the  approaches  to 
the  bridge.  The  total  expense  is  expected  to  be  within 
the  amount  of  $3,000  appropriated.  The  bridge  is  to  be 
considerably  wider,  and  thoroughly  well  constructed,  and 
the  tow-path  is  to  be  carried  under  it.

FRANCHISES. 

Negotiations  were  had  with  the  Suburban  Traction  ‘ 
Company  upon  its  application  for  permission  to  change  its 
motive  power  and  adopt  the  trolley  system  of  electric- 
propulsion.  A  franchise  was  finally  granted  upon  satis¬ 
factory  terms  but  shortly  afterwards  the  company  failed. 
1'he  receiver,  however,  has  taken  up  the  matter  and  lie  is 
expected  to  begin  the  work  of  introducing  the  trolley  early 
111  the  spring. 
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IN  GENERAL. 

Proceedings  have  been  taken  for  the  formation  of  a 
borough  embracing  that  part  of  the  township  common  1  \ 
known  as  Glen  Ridge.  An  election  was  held  on  Febru¬ 
ary  12th,  1895,  in  which  a  majority  was  returned  in  favor  ! 
of  incorporation.  The  validity  of  the  proceedings,  how¬ 
ever,  was  contested  by  the  township  before  the  courts,  and  ] 
is  still  undetermined.  Owing  to  the  increase  in  township 
business,'  especially  in  the  construction  of  sewers,  the  com¬ 
mittee  has  rented  the  first  floor  of  the  building  No.  25  I 
Broad  Street,  adjoining  and  communicating  with  the  rooms  I 
of  the  committee.
